ethe Oaths which the Law required, or to Obey any Warrant either 
of any ſingle Juſtice of the Peace, or joyntly Sign'd at the Seſſions, but keep- 
ing cloſe in his Houſe as his Garriſon, defended himielf againit the Conſtables, 
and their Afſiitants, ſome of whom he hath fhor and wounded. This Mr. Pod- 
nam living near to a Place called the Meene, the Manſion-Houſe of Robert 
Pye Eſq. one of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace for the ſame County ; an 
Eminent and Worthy Proteſtant, and a Gentleman of grear Honour and Value 
in his Country, and now to be lamented with an equal ſorrow to that w hich 


. bewaild the fall of Sir Edmond-bury Godfrey, fo liketo his ; the ſaid Mr. Pye, 


could not but think it a Scandal to the Government,and a great negle& of his
